POSTOFFICE BILL INCREASES

Funds Measure Provides Zone {ystem 
for Publications: Penny Post- 
age on Local Letters, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The annual 
postoffice appropriation bill, reported to 
the House today, carried provisions to 
increase rates on newspapers, magazines 
and other second-class matter by a zone 
system, establish pemny postage on local 
letters and impose heavier penalties for 


sending liquor through the mails. 
Magazine publishers have protested 


vigorously against the rate increase, 
which would sffect only publications 
carried more than 300 miles. 


WHOLE WHEAT BREAD IN ENGLAND 


New Order in Effect Throughout 
United Kingdom, Excepting Scotland. 


LONDON, Jan. 2.—Bakers throughout 
the United Kingdom, except in Scotland, 
where there is still a week’s supply of 
white flour, have begun the making of 
whole wheat or standard bread, in obedi- 
ence to the new order of things.

MRS. LESLIE J. BLACKMORE, 
a daughter, living at 325 North Tay- 
lor avenue. Inherits $1,000,000. 

EDMOND LINCHEY, grandson. 
About 21 years old; lives with his 
father, Peter Linchey, at the old 
Butler home, 3501 Pine street. His 
mother was Anastasia ‘Butler Lin- 
chey. Inherits $1,000,000. 

THE FIVE CHILDREN OF THE 
LATE EDWARD BUTLER JR. 
They are Mrs. Agnes Butler Wagner, 
Marie Butler, Keating Butler, James 
Butler and Edward Butler. Mrs. 
Wagener, the eldest, is about 2/7 years 
old. and lives in Omaha with her 
husband, Anthony Wagner, a lawyer 
and formerly a St. Louis football 
player.

The other three- 
fifths of the estates are left in three 
trust furids, one for each set of grand- 
children. Each grandchild, upon at- 
taining the age of 21, is to receive the 
entire income from his or her share 
of the estate, and each grandchild, when 
30 years old, gets complete possession 
of his or her share of the principal. 

All money loaned or advanced by 
Mrs. Ellen Butler to her children or 
grandchildren is now to be considered 
as a gift to them from her, and they 
are not to account to the estate for the 
money advanced. What these amounts 
were is not set forth in the will. 

If Edmond Linchey, the grandson who 
inherits $1,000,000, or a child’s full share, 
should die without issue before attain- 
ing the age of 30, his one-fifth share of 
the two estates would revert to the 
heirs at law of Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Butler. In the event of issue, his heirs 
at law would come into his share of the 
estate. This provision of the will ex- 
cludes Edmond's father, Peter Linchey, 
from possible benefit from the estates 
unless Edmond attains the age of 30, 
when he can dispose of his property by 
will as he chooses. 

In the event of the death, without 
issue, of any child of the late John 
Butler and the late Edward Butler Jr., 
before attaining the age of 30, the share 
of such child will revert to the trust 
fund created for the grandchildren, and 
be shared by the surviving heirs of 
John and Edward Butler Jr.

FOR THE CAMPAIGN OF 1917 


Coneentratiing on Mighty Manufac. 
turing Effort; Producing Many 
\ Machine Guns,

BERLIN, Jan. 2, by wireless.—Many 
thousand guts per week is reported to 
be the measure of the mighty manufac- 
turing effort which Germany is making 
for the campaign of 1917—an effort upon 
which the entire manhood force of the 
nation which can be spared from the 
front and their regular occupations is 
being concentrated under First Quarter- 
master-General von lLudendorf’s uni- 
versal labor service law. 

Counting four months before the prob- 
able renewal of the world war in full 
vigor on all fronts, these figures mean a 
new immense supply of cannon of all cal- 
ibers from field guns up to the gigantic 
howitzers, to meet the admittedly gigan- 
tic effort which the entente allies are 
expected to make in this the third year 
of Kitchener's prophecy to turn the 
scale of the war. 

Along with these guns the German 
factories are turning out corresponding- 
ly stupendous quantities of ammunition, 
and the production of machine guns, 
each of which virtually replaces a 
platoon of men, has been placed on a 
scale far beyond that of the past year.

ANOTHER WOMAN IN CASE 


Detectives Expect to Arrest Her 
as Witness and Man Friend 
as Slayer.

PHILADELPHIA, iy ?—City Magis- 


trate Harry J. Imber has made a vol- 


untary statement to the police, admit- 
ting that he knew Grate Roberts, the 
model, who was found murdered in her 
apartments at Poplar lifteenth 
streets,’ Friday. 

The Magistrate said he called the 
Roberts woman on the telephone be- 
tween 11 and 11:30 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing, and the police believe that he is 
the last man who spoke to her except 
the person who murdered her. 


Following the development of Magis- 
trate Imber’s talk with the police con- 
cerning his knowledge of the woman's 
family history, it was announced this 
efternoon that detectives on the case 
had a man and a woman under sur- 
veillance and that they might arrest 
them at any moment. 

It is intimated that the man is sus- 
pected to be the actual slayer and that 
the woman, his friend, is wanted as an 
important witness. 

One detective mae this significant 
statement late today: 

“If things turn out according to our 
plans, we will have the slayer in cus- 
tody before the day is over. \Ve are -cer- 
tain that we are on the right track and 
there will be interesting developments.’’ 


Magistrate Imber who was elected on

men, some of whom are said to be prom- 
inent in the social, political or club life 
of Philadelphia, whose photographs 
were found on the dresser in the slain 
woman’s bedroor’: to be ‘questioned. 

The photographs, or many of them, 
were autographed: A large number of 
letters were found in the rooms.

12 prominent Philadelphians have beea 
questioned by the police. Magistrate 
Imber declared that he had called up 
the Roberts woman in connection with 
some theater tickets. It was 11 o’clock 
Saturday night that her body was dis- 
covered, clad in blue silk pajamas. Her 
skull had been fractured, and she had 
been: strangled. It is believed she had 
been dead several hours before the body 
was discovered. 

The Magistrate said that he had known 
Grace Roberts for many years. and that 
he had believed that she did not get 
along well with her family.

Taxi Driver Questioned. 

The police also questioned closely 
Elwood Powell, a taxi driver, who said 
he had driven a man to the Roberts’ 
apartment early Friday morning. Under 
surveillance is an up-State Pennsylvan- 
ian, a man of wealth, who is living in 
this city. 

Grace Roberts’ real name was Maisie 
Colbert. This much her brother and 
sister admitted to the police, They said 
she had never been married, but had 
merely assumed the Roberts name. 

‘‘Eleanor,’’ the negro maid employed 
by the Roberts woman, was located in 
Milford, Del. She will be brought here 
for questioning. She was dismissed a 
few days before Christmas. 


Negro Janitor’s Story. 

Richard Benjamin, negro janitor of 
the apartment house where the murder 
occurred, told the police that there was 
a man who was a frequent visitor to 
the Roberts apartment. This man, the 
negro said, always drove up in a seven- 
passenger touring car and tooted his 
horn when he arrived. Then the Roberts 
woman would come to her window, and 
if she was alone she would signal him 
and he would go in. But if she were 
not alone, the negro said, she would 
make another signal and he would wave 
his hand and drive on. “‘We nicknamed 
him the ‘Bulldog’ around here,’ the 
janitor said, “because of his pecullar 
looks.” 

So far the police have been unable to 
find where the stained man’s shirt and 
collar found in the apartment came 
from. The finger prints discovered 
about the room have proved too blurred 
and indistinct for police purposes.

PRISON-MADE SHIRTS 


Goods State Sells for $4.50 a 
1)ozen Jobbed With Goods 
Costing $5.50. 


By a Staff Correspondent of tae 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 2.—The Post- 
Dispatch learned today that the D. M, 
Oberman Manufacturing Co, recently 
sold a large wholesale dealer 1000 dozen 
work shirts for a uniform price of 4.1 
a dozen, and that they will be sold to 
the retail trade by this dealer in the 
same lots with shirts for which he has 
been paying $6.50 per dozen in the open 


market. 

The shirts contracted for are being 
manufactured in the clothing plant 
owned and operated by the State of Mis- 
souril, of which Oberman is the chief 
competitor. 

This dealer will thus realize an ex- 
tra profit of $1 per dozen on _ all 
shirts he obtains through Oberman 
at that price. The price for which 
Oberman obtains the shirts from the 
State factory, and the profit will not 
be divulged by Superintendent Park- 
er of the State factory, who refuses 
to permit an examination of the rec- 
ords, 

This substantiates the exposure 
made by the Post-Dispatch last Sun- 
day of the fact that Oberman has 
been buying the output of the State 
factory at less than the market 
price. 

When asked to show the records of his 
sales to Oberman last Saturday, Lester 
S. Parker, superintendent of the State 
plant, refused to permit the records to 
be seen, but did not deny that he had 
been selling goods for less than the mar- 
ket price. He explained that it is always 
necessary for a new enterprise to sell 
goods below the market price to obtain 
a large volume of business. 

The State plant was created by the last 
Legislature to replace the contract sys- 
tem which was abolished by law. Par- 
ker was named superintendent by the 
State Board of Prison Inspectors and 
his salary is $5000 a year. 


The Post-Dispatch also published the 
fact that Parker is not In favor of the 
abolition of the contract system at this 
time, though the law passed two years 
ago provides that no convicts shall be 
woiked under contract after Dec. 31, 1916 

Aithough Parker says it would not be 
practical to abolish the contract system 
at once and install State-owned facto- 
ries, he admitted that the State factory 
had earned a net profit of $5,000 during 
its 14 mont4s of operation, notwithstand- 
ing that a large part of its raw material 
has been bought from Oberman.

LEAKS AS TO VITAL 
AFAIRS OF STATE 


Declares Nation’s Honor De- 
pended on Some of Mat- 


ters Concerned. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Charges ofa 
‘‘leak’’ of advance information on Presi- 
dent Wilson’s note to the belligerents, 
involving other charges that somebody 
made profits on it in the stock market, 
gained further official attention today, 
when Senator Stone spoke on the sub- 
ject in the Senate and Thomas W. Law- 
son of Boston conferred with Chairman 
Henry of the House Rules Committee 
about a proposed congressional investi- 
gation. 

Stone said that confidential communi- 
cations concerning the honor of the na- 
tion had fallen into improper hands, ut 
that he had no information as to wheth- 
er a “leak’’ occurred recently, as re- 
ported. If so, he believed it would he 
traceable to departmental employes. 

“I do know,’’ Senator Stone continued, 
“that things have occurred in the de- 
partments which ought not to be possi- 
ble. I know that canfidential communi- 
cations between foreign Governments 
and the State Department have by some 
means found their way into hands of 
men not authorized to receive them. 
These did not concern stock market 
‘speculation, but did concern the honor 
of the nation. How this has happened 
I do not know, but it could have hap- 
pened only through the instrumentality 
of employes. 

Senator Stone then denounced Thomas 
W. Lawson for his recent declaration 
that Members of Congress would shrink 
from an investigation into “‘leaks.”’ 

‘“T despise these sensational fakers 
who are always talking about public 
bodies and public men,”’ said he. “I am 
sorry that the newspapers should take 
up the bellowing of this ass.” After 
conferring with Lawson for two hours 
Chairman Henry of the House Rules 
Committee issued this statement: 

“Mr. Lawson charged that there was a 
leak from the State Department to Wall 
street some days ago, and that through 
such an alleged leak certain individuals, 
by speculating in Wall street, cleaned 
up $60,000,000 or more. 

“T have asked him for the name of the 
individual giving information constitut- 
ing the leak, and the names of those 
speculators. profiting by such alleged 
leak. He has not furnished the names in 
either case. And so there is at this time 
nothing yet furnished’ me even ap- 
proaching information that would war- 
rant me in calling —— the Commit- 
tee on Rules.” 

Upon leaving Henry’s office Lawson 
declared that he had given enough in- 
formation to warrant ‘‘any intelligent 
man in proceeding with an investigatior 
of the entire stock exchange situation.”’ 

Another resolution for investigation 
was introduced by Representative Em- 


erson of Ohio. 

Representative Campbell of Kansas, 
ranking Republican of the Rules Com- 
mittee, notified Chairman Henry that 
Republican committeemen would insist 
on an investigation.

DEPART TONIGHI; 
NO REASON GIVEN 


Withdrawal of Pershing’s Forces 
to American Border Is Also 
Expected Soon. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The sending 
of Henry P. Fletcher to his post at Mex- 
ico City as American Ambassador, and 
the subsequent withdrawal of the Amer- 
ican expedition are among the next de- 
velopments in the Mexican situation. 
Official confirmation or comment is be- 
ing withheld at this time. 

The outcome is bound up with the de- 
cision on Gen. Carranza’s latest com- 
munication in regard to the protocol 
which gives indications of being of such 
a nature as not to close the negotia- 
tions. It is understood it will not be 
affected by the absence of Gen. Carran- 
za’s Ambassador, Eliseo Arredondo, who 
will leave Washington tonight. He said 
good-by to Secretary Lansing today. 

Ramo P. Denegri, Carranza Cousul- 
General at San Francisco, will be in 
charge of the embassy during Arre- 
dondo’s absence. The reason for Ar- 
redondo’s departure has not been made 
clear. He recently denied he was being 
withdrawn. 

When Gen. Carranza sent his recent 
appeal for modifications in the protocol 
drawn by the American-Mexican com: 
mission it was reported that he would 
withdraw ‘Arredondo as a mark of his 
displeasure at the action of the Ameri- 
ran commissioners in demanding a final 
decision on the agreement by Wee. 26. 

Arredondo denied then that he was to 
be withdrawn and declared that if he 
left Washington it would be to confer 
with his chief, as he did recently. In- 
formation about his departure was re- 
fused today at the Mexican embassy, 
where it was said a statement would be 
issued later. 

Secretary Lansing said he did not 
understand that Arredondo was leav- 
ing permanently, but that he has 
been called to Mexico City on busi- 
ness. The Mexican Representative is 
leaving his family here. 

There were various undercurrents ap- 
parent in official circles today whicn 
gave a semblance of .color to reports 
that the relations with Mexico were 
again becoming strained. 


Henry P. Fletcher, recently confirmed 
as Ambassador to Mexico, but who nev-~- 
er has gone to his post, had an engage- 
ment to confer with President. Wilson 
later in the day, and the American com. 
missioners held a long session consider- 
ing Gen. Carranza’s reply to their re- 
quest for either ratifications or a repudi- 
ation of the Atlantic City protocol. 

Arredondo is Gen. Carranza’s nephew 
and has represented the de facto Gov- 
ernment here longer than any of his 
predecessors.

The. line- 
up. is largely along wet and dry issues, 
though among the progressives are Sen- 
ators who are fighting principally be- 
cause they believe that the election of 
Benator McClintic will mean a new 
deal in legislation. 

The program of the progressives is 
along limes suggested by Senator Robert 
J. Mitchell of Verona, who withdrew 
as a candidate for President prq tem.

SALOON KEEPER 
SLAIN AND POLICE 
HUNT FOR PEDDLER 


Edward Shropsky Killed by Two 
Bullets When at Supper. in 
His Wineroom. 


MAN HAD JUST ENTERED 


Feud Between the Two That 
Originated in Row Over a 
Card Game. 


Edward Shropsky, 29 years old, of .2100 
Carr street, professionai bondsman and 
saloon keeper, was slain in a wineroom 
in the rear of his place at 901 Morgan 
street at 6 p. m. yesterday. The police 
have ordered the arrest of Joseph Mack, 
a peddler of 82 North Ninth street, to 
whom he had refused to sell a drink 
earlier in the afternoon. 

There had been a grudge of a month's 
standing hetween Stropsky and Mack, 
dating from an occasion in which 
Shropsky struck Mack on the arm witn 
a. poker because he refused to fay for 
drinks which he had lost in a penuchle 
game. 

Shropsky was eating supper in the 
wineroom when he was shot. John 
Zanone of 2614 Madison street, a team- 
ster, was acting as bartender and Fred- 
erick Brookman of 1021 Franklin ave- 
nue was in front of.the bar. A woman 
whose name the police have not learned 
was also in the saloon, having gone 
there to buy a bucket of beer. 

Mack entered the front door and with- 
out speaking to anyone passed through 
a partition door to the wineroom. Im- 
mediately two shots were heard. The 
police say Mack fled through a side door 
leading to Ninth street. 

Zanone and Brookman went into the 
dead on 
the floor with two bullet wounds in his 
forehead. 

Zanone and Brookman are held by the 
police. It was Zanone with whom Mack 
was playing penuchle when the feud 
between Mack and Shropsky started a 
month ago. Brookman was Mack’s com- 
panion yesterday afternoon, about an 
hour before the shooting, when Shrop- 
sky refused to sell a drink to Mack and 
ordered him from the saloon.

An order for Mack’s arrest on a 
charge of murder has been issued. He 
has not been at his home § since che 
shooting. 

Mack has been a familiar figure in 
the downtown district. He ‘made daily 
visits to office buildings as a peddler of 
coat and trousers hangers which he 
manufactured. .

Because three wealthy St. Louisans 
who died last year failed to make

In one 
instance, that of the late James Gay 
Butler, the difference between the 
1915 and 1916 tax is more than $7000. 

Following Butler's death “Deputy 
Flood assessed his money 
and securities at $150,000, his house- 
hold property at $1000, and two au- 
tomobiles at $1500, making: a total 
of $152,600. Under the penalty pro- 
vided by law this was doubled, mak- 
ing an assessment of $305,000, on 
which the tax is $7167.50. In 1915, 
Butler made a personal return of 
$2880 and paid a tax of $67.68.

Another Prisoner Said to Haxe 
Been Suspect’s Companion 
in Saloon Holdup. 


Two young men, arrested last night in 
a Market street pawnshop by detectives. 
are being held at police headquarters 
because of a.remarkable series of cir- 
cumstances tending to connect them witna 
recent crime in St. Louis, and in ‘par- 
ticular with the murder of Lafayette 8. 
Fuetterer, 26 years old, of 1224 Hamilton 
avenue, a lawyer, who was shot and 
killed last Wednesday night-in the sa- 
loon of his father, Emil Fuetterer, at 
2300 Howard street, where he was tend- 
ing bar when two robbers entered. 

Two men, who were in the saloon at 
the time, Oliver F. Dye of 2330 Howard 
street, and“ Herman J. David of 2332 
Howard street, declared this morning, 
after viewing the suspects, that one of 
them, giving the name Thomas Semi- 
nary, is the man who shot Fuetferer. 
Dye was equally positive that Semiriary’s 
companion, who said he was Robert 
Dalcour, was the other robber. David 
was not so certain of ‘this, but declared 
Dalcour looked like the other robler. 

Seminary and Dalcour gave their 
ages as 18 and 23, respectively; anda 
said they lived at the Atlantic Hotel, 
911 Market street. They said they 
came from New Orleans. 

In  Daleour’s pocket the police 
found a- piece of paper on which 
were names of several persons who 
have figured in newspaper stories re- 
cently, including the name of Fuet- 
terer and his widow, Gladys, and 
their address. Thére was also the 
name “Doty” followed by the street 
number, 4122A Blaine avenue, which 
was the address of the wife of the 
Rev. Lot E. Doty, who was shot last 
Wednesday at Second and St. George 
streets, by a policeman who mistook 
him for a tandit. 

Other Names on Slip. 

Another name was ‘‘Finnette Teget- 
hoff, 4401 Evans avenue.” Mrs. Teget- 
toff figured in newspaper stories last 
week when her husband was awarded 
a divorce at Clayton on his plea that 
he was not the father of her daughter, 
born shortly after their marriage. 
Other names were ‘Minnie Schopp, 3516 
Fourteenth street,’ and “C. E. Gauss, 
476 Main street, Marshall, Michk.”’ 

When questioned about these’ names 
Dalcour said he copied them from 
newspapers for pastime, and both men 
denied having committed any crimes. 
The police will ask persons who point- 
ed out the Rev. Doty to Patrolman 
Hoener as one of three bandits to look 
at these two men, who, they say, an- 
swer the general] description of the two 
men who had jst left the Rev. Doty 
vhen a policeman came along. 

Another notation in Dalcour’s pock- 
et was that ‘supers,’ or extra men, 
were wanted at the Jefferson Theater. 
Seminary had two. unposted letters in 
his pockets, both addressed and 
stamped. The police opened both. One 
was addressed to his sister, : Mrs. 
vosephine Paynot, 1729 Caroncclet walk, 
New Orleans. In this letter he said 
he was out of money, that money his 
sister had sent had not arrived, and 
that he was so disgusted that he ‘felt 
like holding some one up,” as the 
snow was “three feet deep — and he 
must eat.’’ The letter was dated Jan. 1. 

The other letter was to Mrs. Amelia 
Healy, also of New Orleans, whom he 
addressed as his ‘“‘supposed friend.’’ In 
this letter he boasted of having plenty 
of money and women friends.

brewers a chance to avoid responsibility 
for the drunkenness caused by the spir- 
ituous liquors. 

However, the brewers are not taking 
any chances on the future, and their 
campaign to clean up the saloons will 
keep in view the fact that other states, 
almost as wet as Wisconsin, have al- 
ready gone dry. 

Legislation, therefore, will be asked 
providing that in case the State goes 
dry it must recompense the breweries 
for the loss in property value which 
would result. 

The clean-up movement, however, is 
the first consideration. On this the 
brewers are still working, seeking for 
some course which will be acceptable 
to all the members, and as fair as 
possible to the saloon men. 

“We are in a peculiar position,” said 
William H. Austin, counsel for the as- 
sociation, in outlining the problems of 
the brewers. 

“Now the breweries being held re- 
sponsible, however unfairly, for the law- 
breaking proclivities uf some  saloon- 
keepers, realize that they must do some- 
thing to regulate this evil, by raising 
the standard of the saloon. . As.to-the 
methods to be pursued, there will be 
nothing determined until the executive 
committee meeting in January.”’

Wolsey are so unlovely, throughout, that 
an apology for them is required after 
his last appearance; but his words grow 
majestic, and the splendid lines to 
Cromwe!l were spoken with rare dig- 
nity and power. In his pantomime with 
the pliant Henry, in the divorce scene, 
and in facing his monarch and the hos- 
tile courtiers in a later episode, Tree's 
Wolsey was a great, though guilty, fig- 
ure. 
A Most Homan Henry. 


Lyn Harding, as the King, was the 
sort of chap -that Henry might very 
well have been, before he went into 
the Bluebeard business. His snarls and 
outbursts of rage and his honest mo- 
ments of praise for his Queen were al- 
“baa”’ of a 
black sheep, in the masquerade, and 
with jovial work as a director of sing- 
ers. Henry was better at directing than 
at composing, to judge from the speci- 
men of his music which was sung—a 
work which might, perhaps, rank with 
the musical efforts of Nero, but could 
never have made Henry the Irving Ber- 
lin of his day. The King wore green, 
and the combination of this costume 
with Wolsey's bright scarlet and Kath- 
arine’s purple, in an early scene, was 
more colorful than the big Christmas 
tree out on Twelfth street. In the coro- 
nation scene, instead of doing the hon- 
ors, Henry peeked from a private bal- 
cony at the kneeling Anne and the ta- 
dies about her. 

Edith Wynne Matthison gave dignity 
and sympathy.to the role of Katharine, 
while Elsie Mackey brought unusual 
beauty to the part of Anne Bullen. Hen- 
ry Herbert, as Buckingham, well earned 
the curtain call which came after his 
final scene. Gerald Hamer, as the visi- 
ting Cardinal, an echo of Wolsey, was 
a sinister figure. G. W. Anson, as the 
Jester, spoke the prologue. 

Sir Herbert, in a speech, graciously 
named his chief associates, and prom- 
ised that, for himself, this visit should 
be not a farewell, but an Introduction. 
He complimented St. Louls on its Shaks- 
pearean appreciation, as shown by the 
size of the audience. This praise is 
merited, not only by his audiences, but 
by the multitudes who went to Forest 
Park every night for a week last June 
to see a Shakspeare play. He also re- 
marked that thousands would worship 
at the shrine of vaudeville here this 
week. This was probably not meant to 
sound like finding fault because so many 
of us had been at the Coliseum in the 
afternoon. It was a great countryman 
of Shakespeare and Sir Herbert who 
wrote “Act well your part; there all

Coliseum Spectacle Gorgeously 
Bright and Rapidly Amus- 
ing ‘Miroughout. 


“Hip, Hip, Hooray,” the New York 
Hippodrome spectacle, showing this 
week at the Coliseum, is a great bls 
lesson in multiplication. 

Nearly all the way through it is a 
bright, fast musical show multiplied by 
three. Three times as many actors 1nd 
musicians, three times as large a stage, 
three times as big an auditorium, as the 
public is accustomed to. Sometimes, as 
to the number of players, the multiple 
seems to be not three, but four. 

In some scenes this bigger fdérce of 
entertainers is merely an interesting 
novelty. In others, especially in the 
ladder of roses scene, it is an indispen- 
sable part of effects on the most captl- 
vating beauty. The ladder of roses 
finale left the audience fairly breathless 
with delighted approval. 

Upper Seats Desirable. 

On the lately constructed Coliseum 

stage, at yesterday's two performances, 


all went by schedule and with surprising 
quickness. In the big and almost sold- 
out auditorium things were a little less 
smooth, owing to the inexperience of 
ushers, a matter soon remedied, and to 
the lack of sufficient perspective in the 
elevation of the lower floors, a more 
serious problem. One could see from 
the rear seats, on the first floor, more 
easily than from some rows in the cen- 
ter and toward the front. The view 
from the upper floors was very satis- 
factory, and everyone seemed to hear 
well—at any rate, no one complained 
when Nat Wills inquired about the 
acoustics. 

The great “‘apron’’ extension of the 
stage, used for skating at the last of 
the show, and for the chorus in earlier 
scenes, may add to the problem of vi- 
sion, but no one would wish it curtailed. 
It gives space and freedom to the whole 
big performance, so that nothing is 
cramped. 

By reason of its size, the ‘‘Hip’’ show 
is compared by many to a three-ring cir- 
cus. But the difference is in favor cf 
the stage spectacle, which has concen- 
tration, as well as bigness. While 
things are shown on a big scale, there 
is but one thing at a time, except In the 
‘March of the States’’ scene, when one 
must keep his eyes jumping nimbly from 
side to side of the stage, not to miss a 
new squad of Amazons from some one 
of the component parts of the Union. 

Sousa’s Big Contribution. 

Sousa’s Band, a prime attraction in 
itself, is introduced in the most effec- 
tive fashion. Nat Wills ceremoniously 
shoos the musicians out of the orches- 
tra seats, and almost plays a trombone 
solo while the band is assembling be- 
hind him. Then the famillar and swing- 
ing ‘“‘Charlatan’’ march is heard, and 
the portly and now gray bandmaster 
swings his men into a spirited concert. 
“A Perfect Day’ and the “Good-by, 
Girls’ song from “Chin-Chin’”’ varied 
with nearly everything since ‘Annie 
Rooney,’’ were the interludes between 
Sousa’s own marches, which led into 
‘Stars and Striptés Forever’ as a finale, 
while the flashing searchlights of the 
Panama Exposition ribboned about the 
Tower of Jewels, in the background. 

The skating ballet, charming in its 
grace, seems slow at the outset to spec- 
tators used to the flashing figures cf 
modern dances. But with the appear- 
ance of the whit¢-clad Charlotte, speed 
is added to symmetr®. The view «* this 
dizzying dancer on _ steel blades is 
enough to arouse a skating furore on 
the Isthmus of Panama, or at the Equa- 
tor itself. In her first appearance Char- 
lotte’s brown hair sweeps the ice when- 
ever she bends. Later she skates as 
an outdoor girl of 1917 might do, but 
with a poise and rapidity that few 
women or men have ever attained. 

The “‘Kat Kabaret,’’ the opening fea- 
ture, was a suitable number for the 
moment when the numerous late-com- 
ers were being seated. The Brooklyn 
Bridge, in the background, was an un- 
usually fine scenic effect, 

+.» Dwarfs Convulse Children. 

A baby elephant and a bicycle-riding 
chimpanzee were a part of the show's’ 
strong appeal to children, but it was 
the Boganny acrobatic troupe of ap- 
parent Chinese, including three dwarfs, 
which brought the juvenile part of the 
audience nearest to upper conniptions. 

Charles T. Aldrich, as a detective who 
changed his costumes more rapidly than 
the fabled chameleon, and a baggage- 
smashing trio, in an acrobatic act, were 
full of amusement for everyone. Nat 
Wills was the only one who tried to 
make the audience laugh by what he 
said. and he succeeded, even when he 
related the well-known fact that the 
Czar had ordered a million pairs of 
pajamas, because the Russians were get- 
ting ready to retire. A dancing carni- 
val marked the Biltmore Hotel Cascades 
scene, which was almost as gorgeous 
as the rose-ladder effect which followed 
it. Leonore Simonsen its a beautiful 
prima donna, with a much more ade- 
quate voice than the supporting tenor, 
Harry Westford. The music’ through- 
out is most pleasing.

ABOLISHING THE VOTE MARKET. | 
The new bill for the extirpation of corrupt 
practices: in elections is drastic, almost savage, in 
its provisions, but the situation it is designed to 
meet demands heroic remedies. 

Its most interesting feature, perhaps, is one. 
limiting to $5000 the amount of the contribution 
from any one individual or source. How this pro- 
vision alone would be sufficient to effect a large 
reduction in the swollen campaign funds of the 


Republican campaign contributors. However, a 
further limit makes it illegal for any national 
committee to receive or expend a sum in excess 
of one and one-half cents for each person in the 
total population of the United States. 

On the basis of the present number of inhab-? 
itants this would give each national committee a 
maximum of about $1,500,000. Had it been in 
effect in the past campaign, the Republicans 
would have been compelled to content themselves 
with a round million less than they actually laid 
out and probably there would be no present de- 
mand for an inquiry as to the improper financial 
influence in the election. 

A radical provision of the bill deals with news- 
paper publicity. The clause prohibiting news- 
papers from discriminating among parties in the 
acceptance of political advertisements—requiring 
them, {f they accept any advertisements of the 
sort, to accept all of unobjectionable language 
that may be offered—is in accord with the best 
standards of present-day journalism. But this is 
a matter that should not be controlled by law. 

There are other provisions of question- 
able wisdom. One would make it unlawful for 
@ newspaper, except under arbitrarily prescribed 
and perhaps irksome conditions, to avail itself of 
the judgment on political problems of experts not 
regularly employed on its staff. 

The penalty for offending néWwspapers is suspen- 
sion for 30 days from the privileges of the mails. 
How such a power placed in the hands of postal 
officials of perhaps stron rtisan views might 
be abused ifs pte gl For an uninten- 
tional or perhaps only technical violation of the 
bill on the part of a subordinate employe in a 
newspaper office, a newspaper’s circulation might 
be restricted to such part of the public as was not 
reached through the mails. 

Powerfu] journals of public opinion, defending 
public rights and prerogatives with such energy 
as to make themselves obnoxious to administra- 
tion agents and sympathizers might, at the very 
height of a campaign, find their facilities of 
wholesome publicity curtailed until after election. 
The passing of the party organ and the higher 
plane on which the political discussions of the 
press are now conducted may be believed to ren- 
der such detailed provision in the management of 


Several states now have corrupt practices acts 
differing widely in their provisions. Many states 
have no act of the sort. Candidates for the Sen- 
ate and the House have in some states a latitude 
in expenditure not accorded colleagues in other 
states. One of the merits of the proposed pro-, 
fected Federal law is that it standardizes all re- 
quirements on the gubject and places all candi- 
dates on the same footing.

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POLICEMEN AS HEALTH OFFICERS. 

Dr. Woods Hutchinson foresees the day when, in 
the cities and towns, the patrolman will be, ex- 
officio, a health officer; or we might call it pseudo 
health monitor for every family on his beat. He 
hopes for the time when the patré]men will “know, 
or know something about, every family in theip 
charge, so as to know just what ones need watch- 
ing, who need an occasional warning, and who are 
of the overwhelming majority that can be trusted 
to take care of themselves.” 

When that happy time comes, the patrolman is 
expected to visit every family on the day it moves 
into the precinct and give each member full in- 
structions on the health laws and on the penalties 
for infringing them. After that, he is to keep a 
careful watch on the family to see that they obey 
the law. 

It’s not such a bad fdea, if, as Dr. Hutchinson 
points out, the policeman fs not expected to threat- 
en, but te co-operate with the family, unless they 
defy him, tn which case “he resorts to sterner 
methods.” In a tenement family, where no tele- 
phone was available, the patrolman could be sent 
for a doctor when little Willie fell sick. And as 
dirt fosters disease germs, in a flat where the 
mother was too sick to clean up and the father 
too tired with long hours of labor, the patrolman 
could take a mop and pail and oust the microbes 
with the dirt. Thus, as Dr. Hutchinson says, will 
science and humanity take the place of original 
sin.

DIMINISHING SALOONS. : 

From the Excise Commissioner's office comes 
the announcement that 84 fewer saloons were li- 
censed in St. Louis in November than were li- 
censed at the beginning of last year. A further 
decrease of 100 is expected for the next six-months 
term, leaving a total for the city of 2088. 

The only explanation offered is that there is 
not business enough for all of them. That be- 
comes self-evident upon even a superficial exam- 
ination of the facts. There is at present about one 
saloon for every 400 people in the city. Deduct- 
ing women, children and nondrinkers, this leaves 
about one saloon to every 100 men, of whom only 
a small proportion buys liquor in considerable

The Parisian press made history during the 
week of Dec. 10th, all demanding, in one ac- 
claim, in the name of the French nation, that a 
dictatorship take the place of the parliamentary 
military committee. 

Alfred Capus, editor-in-chief of the Figaro said 
in substance, that no parliament can successfully 
carry on a war; and he points to Gallipoli, Servia, 
Rumania and even to Belgium and the occupied 
portions of. France herself in confirmation. The 
fact, he asserts, that at critical moments action 
had invariably to be submitted first to the military 
committee of Parliament had caused days’ and 
weeks’ delays, which in each instance had a damn- 
ing effect. And he concludes: 

Let us, during the crisis, veil Liberty and 
let us have a dictator. 

Polybe, an associate editor of the same paper 
writes: 

Hindenbure’s avowed plan of turning on 
France as soon as he will be through with 
Rumania, must not find us handicapped by 
such a political brake, in sight of a high- 
handed, single-minded and quick enemy, who 
knows his mind and carries out his plans 
without hitch or halt. 

The -former Minister-President 
writes in the Petit Parisien: 

Let us have action, action instead of songs. 
We have spilled rivers of blood; and what 
have we accomplished? The Buddhists have 
prayermilis, we have wishmills. 

The Temps recalls the action of Fabius, when 
Rome was hard pressed by Hannibal, in velling the 
Statue of Liberty on the Forum, while he con- 
stituted himself dictator; and quotes the English 
philosopher, Herbert Spencer, as likening state 
activity towards the outside to the thousand body 
activities governed by only one head. 

The Gaulois intimates that the military commit- 
tee in Paris may be guilty of much useless blood- 
shedding, and ‘“‘ventures to say” that, had it not 
been for them, the Germans would in all proba- 
bility have been pushed back to the Rhine after 
the battle of the Marne; that Servia would have 
been spared, Bulgaria would never have entered 
the war, and Rumania would have entered at a 
more propitious time. 

Henotaux, in a signed article in Humanite says: 

Germany is no more guided, tn a military 
sense, by the Kaiser or the Crown Prince, 
who now play the roles of appreciative on- 
lookers—Von Hindenburg is dictator. After 
the occupation of Poland, the Czar of. Russia 
assumed personal command of his armies; but 
he was compelled since to make way for @ic- 
tator Trepoff, to whom the nation leoks for 
relief. Even England's military machinery 
has practically been narrowed down to a 
one-man dictatorship under Lioyd-George. 
But tn France we stfll have two heads and 
one hand, instead of having twe hands and 
one head. 

The Matin concludes its leading article on this 
subject with the words: 


Today we know no “civil rights"—only 
“war rights.” Let the civil grandmas sleep 
over their tea behind the curtain, while we 
men do.

Paris which says: Let parliament hide its face 
until all is over.

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SOCRATES ON WHAT TO EXPECT. 
OCRATES: It is my custom, as you know, to 
~ go to the Agora on New Year night and say 
something of the way in which we should 
think. New Year’s does create a pause in our lives 
which lends itself to this sort of thing, and whether 
we seriously believe in its efficacy or not, we must 
admit that it is a time in which we stand upon an 
height and look off. It has appealed to me in that 
way through much of my life, and there is nothing 
I have more enjoyed than standing upon that height 
and.trying to see what there was to be seen. 

Glaucon:' It is a rather nice point, I think, and I 
am sorry that we younger men were so much en- 
grossed with the frivolities of life in the New Year 
season that we were not there to hear you. 

Socrates: I am sorry, too, Glaucon. I wish that 
we might have more wits than wine at New Year's, 
though no true philosopher quarrels with the time in 
which he lives. I once ventured to say to Diogenes 
that as between my soapbox and his tub, which 
rather fairly symbolized, I thought, our separate 
careers, there was not much of a debate. However, 
as to last night: There was a much larger crowd 
than usual, and I attributed it to the serious frame 
of mind into which we have been plunged by the war. 
The war has made us think of the way in which we 
are going, ani I am not sure that in the end it is to 
be judged as having been wholly bad. We cannot 
always see such things at the time they are actually 
happening in their true relation to human progress, 
any more than we can guess while we live what men 
shall say of us in the end. At any rate, what I said 
last night was that it quite becomes us as thinking 
men at this time to inquire into what we may expect. 
The war is not an entertainment from which we are 
to turn when the curtain falls without serious 
thought of its consequences to ourselves, I think 
we are all convinced that our isolation from world 
affairs is forever gone. We have become too rich 
and too powerful. Our responsibility to civilization 
has become too great. Some of the brightest minds 
we have are telling us this, and we cannot ignore it. 
It is quite true that the seas hedge us about, and that 
it was by no fault of ours that Europe chose to de- 
stroy herself. Nevertheless, we cannot, as the chief 
beneficiaries of that catastrophe, and as the only 
great power which escaped it, continue to go in the 
way we have been going. We must expect that we 
shall be called upon in three great respects. First, 
to help bring about peace. Second, to succor Europe 
in her Third, to take the initiative in mak- 
ing impossiDle a recurrence of any such conflict as 
that now going on. In the first respect we are prob- 
ably doing at this time everything that could be done. 
Burope is not going to let us end the war until she 
has set her house in order, any more than we would 
have let Europe end our Civil War before we had 
settled the issue it involved. In the second respect 
we are remiss. Probably that is because our great op- 
portunity is not to come until the war.ends. How- 
ever that may be, it is as certain as that night shall 
follow day that out of our plenty we must give with 
& lavish <nd unstinted hand to Europe’s need. In the 
third respect we shall have to think much harder 
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fhan we were thinking when we suggested the 
League to Enforce Peace.

“Reports of railroad earnings in No- 
vember, a number of which were pub- 
lished today, were chiefly interesting be- 
cause of general decreases revealed in 
net earnings, as compared with the 
same month in 1915. An exception Oc- 
curred in the case of several roads tra- 
versing Southern territory, while the de- 
Cline was ‘heaviest in the line8S which 
serve the industrial regions of the East 
and Middle West. 

“In part, this was undoubtedly due to 
the congestion and other difficulties un- 
der which the Eastern roads especially 
have labored; but comparison is made 
with a month of exceptional earninga, 
which tends to obscure the excellent re- 
sults actually attained. Moreover, in 
arriving at net earnings, the roads are 
being obliged constantly to increase their 
maintenance charges of varjous sorts. 
Gross income for November, thus far 
reported, shows general, though not 
large increases.”’
